One 

of their Parties met between Pizzighi- 

tone and Cremona, a French Party of 

56 Men, of which they took the Cap- 

tain, the Lieutenant, and a Trumpeter, with 15 Sol- 

diers ; the reft were‘cut in pieces. Major St.Amour 

and an Officer of ithe Regiment of Ebergeni, have 

brought into their Quarters 19 of the Enemies, Pri- 
foners, with a great many Horfes. 

Rome, Mar. 10. On Monday laft the Pope gave 


' Audience to the forreign Minifters, among others to 


Cardinal Janfon, who having receiv’d an Exprefs 
from Bologna, acquainting him that the Imperia- 
lifts had burn’d or fpoil’d above 2000 Sacks of Corn, 
and a great Quantity of Forrage, belonging to the 
French, the Cardinal complain’d of it to the Pope, 
and demanded that the City of Bologna thould 
be oblig’d to make good the lofs, for that the French 
having offer’d to place a Guard for the Security of 
their Magazine, the Magiftrates hindred them, and 
told them their Magazine was in no Danger. What 
An(wer will be return’d by his Holinefs is yet un- 


certain. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 29. 

San Benedetto, March 14. The Duke of Vendome 
has been at Berfello to view the Batteries that play 
continually on that Place. The Imperial Garrifon 
confifts now of 800 Men, and there are 60 pieces of 
Cannon in it, of which 30 have the Arms of France 
onthem, being taken by a Duke of Modena in the 
Days of Francis the Firft. Our Men lye within 
Piftol-fhot of the Place, behind Retrenchments ; and 
the Town is fo clofely block’d up, that nothing can 
pafs in or out. General Albergotti went out with a 
ftrong Detachment towards San Felice, with intent 


to furprize that Place, in which a Regiment of Im- | 


perial Dragoons is quarter’d ; but the badnefs of the 
Ways detain’d him fo long on his March, that the 
Enemy got Intelligence of his Defign by one of our 
Men, who isto be try’d for it. The Chevalier de 
Luxemburg, who was fent before, found the Ger- 
mans ready to defend themfelves : However in their 
return our Detachment cut off a Party of the Enemy 
of 60 Horfe and 40 Dragoons. We fhall fortifie this 
Place, to which purpofe Palifadoes are actually gor 
ready. There isto be a Conference at Cafal Mag- 
giore, between the Duke de Vendome, the Prince 
de Vaudemont, and Signior Florida Goverour of the 
Caftle of Milan. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated March 29. 
Venice, Mar. 17. 1200 Recruits are atriv’d in the 
Imperial Army for. the Regiments of Lorrain and 
Erberftein. The Imperial Huffars have burnt 20 
Loads of Forrage which the French had got to- 
gether near Bagnolo. The Duke of Vendome is 
drawing together a Body of 25000 Men, to attack 


Oftiglia and Revere ; where the Imperialifts have 
fortified themfelves very ftrongly. A Courier from 
Rome has pafs'd thro’ this City in his way to Vi- 
enna , with difpatches ( as tis {aid ) of great Im- 
portance. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated March 29. 
Venice,Mar.17.Our Advices from the Armies tell us, 
that the Imperialifts continue to fortifie their Lines. 
That at Guaftalla a lighted Match was found ftuck 
in the Door of the Magazine of Powder,which had it 
burnt on, would have blown up the Magazine, but 
was difcover’d and taken away in time by a Lad 
and a Woman (whom the Duke of Vendome has 
well rewarded) 4 Perfons concern’d in this Defign, 
were hang’d. The 18000 French Recruits begin to 
arrive at Alaffio and Final. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 29. 
Vienna, March 17. We have receiv'd Advice, That 
the Bavarians have gain’d an Advantage over the 
Amperialifts commanded by General Schlick, 700 
Germans and Saxons being kill’d or taken; this 
misfortune is attributed to the Treachery of a cer- 
tain Poft-Mafter. Of the Old Regiment of Hanover 
many were kill’d before they could mount on Horfe- 
back. The Lieutenant Collonel of the Regiment 
of Count Schlick was taken. The 6000 Foor new 
rais'd in Hungary will march thro’ Stiria directly to 
Italy. Some hundreds of new rais’d Horfe are like- 
wife going thither as Recruits, each with a led Horfe 
in his Hand to remount our Cavalry in that Coun- 
try. Prince Eugene of Savoy is preparing to return 
to his command in Italy. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 31. 
Heilbron, Mar. 24. The Town of Newmark in 
the Upper Palatinate, after 12 Bombs were thrown 
into it, and 3 Salvos of Cannon fir'd agvinft ir, ca- 
pitulated on the 17th in the Evening ; and the next 
day the Garrifon confifting of 500 Men march’d out 
with all marks of Honour, and were conducted to 
Ingolftadt. Vryftadt, not far from Newmark, is like- 
wife yielded up to the Imperialifts, and the Bava- 
rians have quitted Weyden. But Amberg is not fur- 
render'd to Count Stirum. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated March 31. 
Heidelberg, Mar.23. The French have taken the 
little Town of Mentzingen, lying 15 or 16 Miles 
from Friburg. On the 2oth the Count de Stirum 
with the Body of Troops under his command march’d 
towards Amberg ; whither the Body of Bavarians 
led by the Elector are moving to oppofe him, tho’ 
their number of Foot is but 60c0. 
From the Paris Gazette a la main, dated Mar. 26. 
They write from Strasburg of the 19th, That the 
Marfhal de Villars, having f{ummon’d the Town of 
Kintzinghen, firuate between Fryburg and Reinau, 
-The German Troops that were garrifon'd in it offer'd 
to yield it up, provided they might be permitted to 
retire to Fryburg, which was granted them. In the 
Place were found 4 Picces of Brafs Cannon, with 
the Emperor’s Arms on them, 40000 weight of Pow- 
der, a great quantity of Grenadoes, Bullets, Lead, 
and Meal. The Marthal de Villars has caus’d the 
Walls to be razed ; and a Bridge to be laid over the 
Rhine, near the Outlet of the River Eltz, berween 
Rheinaw 
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Rheinau and Capel. The taking of this Town, has 
eblig'd the Enemy to abandon the Caftles of Spo- 
neck, Limpourk, and Bourken , on the Rhine, and 
all the other Pofts of which they were poffefs’'d to- 
wards Friburg and Brifac, after having thrown their 
Cannon and Ammunition into the Rhine. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated March 31. 
Triers, March 23. The Marthal de Tallard is now 
at Diedenhoven, his Army is quarter’d from that 
Place to Sirik, and the Bartallions that were order’d 
towards Saarbruk, are countermanded, and are 
marching this way. Thefe Troops are miferably 
fatigued. 

Frankfort, Mar.25. The Count de Tallard is at 
at Saargemund ,-to obferve’ the Dutch Auxiliaries 
that are come into thofe Parts. Prince Louis of Ba- 
den is now at Raftadt, and has order’d fome of the 
Regiments that drew together at Stolkoffen to can- 
ton themfelves in the Quarters that are. affign’d 
them. ’Tis advis’d from the Upper Rhine, that the 
Marfhal de Villars having laid a Bridge over that 
River near Capell ; the Infantry that were canton’d 
in Alfaria, began to march over it.on the 21ft, with 
a fine Train of Artillery and a great number of Am- 
munition Waggons: As alfo that the Marthal him- 
felf is march’d with the Horfe towards the Brifgau. ' 

Coblentz, March 25. The French work hard to re- 
ypair the Fortifications of Traerbach. The Troops 
commanded by Count Tallard, who are to be quar- 
ter'd about Saarbruk, murmur heavily at the Fa- 
tigues they have endured, and are marching into 
their Quarters. 

From the Paris Gazette a la main, dated Mar. 26. : 

Letters from Turin of the 17th of this Month, 
confirm the News that came by the laft Poft from 
thence, viz. That the Duke of Savoy in order to 
prevent the Rebels in the Sevennes, from taking re- 
fuge in the Valleys of Lucern, lately. fent for the 
moft popular Minifters of thofe Valleys, and charg’d 
them not to exhorttheir Followers to afford fuccour 
or fhelter to any of the Sevennois that might fly thi- 
ther ; and add, that to make all fure, his Royal 
Highnefs has refolv'd to fend fome of his Troops 
into thofe Valleys, to reftrain that People within the 
Bounds of their Duty. ; 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 31. 

Bagncls, Mar. 20. Since the laft Action between 
the King’s Forces and the Malecontents, the latter 
are mov'd towards the Upper Sevennes, and have 
intrench’d themfelves at each end of the Bridge of 
Montuer on both fides of the River; having breken 
down all the Bridges by which the King’s Troops 
might come at them. In the Neighbourhood of this 
Place is a Party of 500 of them, who ravage and 
Plunder the Country, and have defeated one of our 
Parties. A Battallion of the King’s Troops is come 
hither, and more are expected. Monfieur de Ternau 
going fromUlez toAlais with 120 Soldiers,was fallen 
upon by the Camifards, and forc’d to retreat back 
to the River Gardon, after he had loft 1 Captain, 
i Lieurenant, and 25 Soldiers. 

Hague, Mar. 31. The Duke of Marlborough who 
is gone to take a Review of the Englith Forces in 
Breda and Bolduc, is expected back agen within 
2 Days. The Heers Van Lier and Van Haren, Am- 
baffadors from their High Mightineffes to the Queen 
of England, having finifh’d the Affairs they were 
tent to Negociate,have defir’d leave to return home ; 
The States have Approv’d of their Requeft, and Or- 
ders are fent to their Excellencies accordingly. Two 
days ago my Lord Winchelfea went from hence to 
Rotterdam, to Embark for England with my Lord 
Paget.It has been notified to the States,that 4000Men 
of the Troqps of Lunenburg, who are taken into 
the Service of the Allies, will be ready to take the 
Field next Month. General Fagel is gone from 
hence to his Government of Grave, from whence he 


is to go to Ruremond ; General Salis is fer oi: ¢ 

Breda ; and General Coehorn’ for Hulft ‘on 
Obdam is return’d hither from Bolduc, of which 
Place he is Governor, and has attended the Affem
